3. Though there is some uncertainty regarding the exact date of the next 
briefing (due Convention, leave, etc.), the White House has advised it will not be 
before the week of 18 August (the Director's first week back from leave). Prior 
to his departure today the Director expressed interest in having several topics 
explored for possible use whether the briefing occurs on 20 August or is slipped 
(a key focus for many of these is what is likely to become an issue that may involve 
some consideration by policymakers in the next few months): 


• East Germany : A look at their political, economic, military 
situatio n; their foreign policy; their intelligence involvement 
overseas^

« Pol and : A brief look at current situation; political and economic 
dynamics; role of USSR; prospects (effect of flooding on bad 
economic picture), etc. 
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0 China : With upcoming NPC and possible decision on leadership

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• Indonesia: Current problems and internal tension; problems/issues 
vis-a-vis U.S. and other key states; prospects for stability/ 
instability; etc. 

• Yemens: What is happening; review why Ismail fell and what this 
means for YAR and PDRY ; what Salih is likely to do in YAR; role 
of USSR, etc., and West; role of Libya and Iraq; etc.
